le Priore to July 1951, Soviet tank units equipped predominantly with T-3) tanks 

were almost daily secn moving south from the direction of the Alte Festung 
(old fortress), Arad (R 16/U 16), and, later, returning covered with dust 
and grime. The units had at the most, 25 tanks with them, They sometimes left 
at night. Although most of the units in town were tank units, other units, 
including a motorized artillery unit which was equipped with artillery 
pieces of a medium caliber towed by trucks, and units mounting trucks which 
towed. mortars on rubber-tired trailers or AT guns with long thin barrels were 
-@lso observed, The soldiers were armed with rifles and submachine guns. No 
‘dnfantry troops were secon. (1) , 


25X1 2. [eel a Soviet headquarters was housed in a five-story 
corner house opposite the town hall in the center of the city. Numerous 
Soviet officers and EM were seen entering and leaving the building in front

station had not been rebuilt by June 1951.
